The richer the soil the more hlgnly 


fert.lli7.ed it has been, and the more 
fully cultivated the greater will be the 
number of organisms which It con- 
tains, and tlie "nigher the degree of 
their vitality. 
In the soil tho pres- 


ence of these organisms Is o! practi- 
cal value to better farming or in- 
increased production. 


But you may tsk. Why lime? Many 


ray to dfistroy coil -acidity, and that 
IB correct, but what occurs after this 
deBtruction of soil acidity? 
The an- 


swer is—that bacteria or the organ- 
isms begin to grow and to develop 
end to take nitrogen from the air and 
to nwko It available to the leguminous 
crops.

sion Piled Up by the House, 


SESSION WILL BE LONG ONE 


Leaders Do Not Agree With President, 


Who Thinks the Business Can Be 
Completed 
Before the Convention* 


In June — Appropriation, Prepared- 
ness and Revenue Measures Pint.

Washington. Feb. 2.—[Special.]—The 


house, with rules which allow it to ac- 
complish whatever a majority decrees 
necessary, has stacked up enough 
"talk legislation" to keep the senate 
busy for mouths. 
Take the various 


conservation bills, for Instance. Why. 
there is almost endless talk In those 
measures. Then the child labor bill, 
which Is sure to pass the house in 
course of time, will be talked to death 
in the senate if it is ever favorably 
reported. There is a, possibility that 
it may be held up in committee If some 
southern members cuu have their way 
about it. 
All disputed bills, which 


must be given a hearing, will take a 
vast amount of time. 


Wilson an Optimist. 


Cheerfully the president tells his vis; 


itors that lie-sees no reason why con- 
gress should iwt adjourn by .Tune. And 
not one of the regular appropriation 
bills considered and passed! Besides, 
there is the whole scheme of prepared- 
ness, 
the shipping bill and 
other 


measures which take much tiuic. not 
only In the senate, but in the house. 
When June comes it is almost certain 
that there will be much legislation to 
be considered, including the appropria- 
tion bills. Mr. Wilson and his oppo- 
nent will have been nominated « long 
time before the present session ad- 
journs, particularly if it attempts to 
carry out all that the president has 
put before it 


Two Week* of Slack. 


There will be two weeks of slack In 


early June, two weeks when there 'Will 
be a gentlemen's agreement between 
the parties to attempt no contested 
legislation. That has always been done 
at the time of national conventions 
when congress was still In session. 
Measures which afford opportunity for 
talk can be allowed to drag along at 
that time, but none of tbe bills which 
will bring forth a lot of opposition 
will be voted upon, all hough they may 
be debated. 


May Simplify Revenue Legislation. 


' If the ttwjority party decides to 
place almost the entire extra expense 
of preparedness upon incomes by low- 
ering the amount at which the tax ap- 
plies and increasing the surtax upon 
larger Incomes it will simplify revenue 
legislation very much. Heretofore the 
groat problem has been in trying out 
various schemes for raising money for 
.war preparation, but there is consider- 
able glee expressed among those who 
oppose large military expenditures over 
the idea of "soaking the big incomes" 
;o limkv them pay for preparedness.
